Winnebago Commissioners Will Not Pay the 
Sheriff’s Expenses Outside the County. 
Rockrorp, III., Jan. 14.—The January 

grand jury for Winnebago County has com. 

pleted its sitting and made a report to the 
court. While the body found no prisoners 
in jail, they declare that the reason is not 
that no crimes have been committed, but that 
the perpetrators of crimes had fied beyond 
the limits of the county and no 
funds are at hand to pursue and 
apprehend them, except the Sheriff's own

For instance: the mus you buy of your 
grocer is probably com of other 
materials to the extent of perhaps 50 per 
cent. Absolutely pure mustard cannot be 
eaten. No one would use absolutely pure 
mustard upon his table.. Mustard must be 
blended or itis not fit for use. There is a 
broad distinction between adulterating arti- 
cles of with poisonous or deleterious 
substances and compounding or muxin 
different materials for the n ties o 
family usé. This distinction has been com- 
pletely lost sight of. Then, again, do 
you think a retailer should be 
punished for selling a mixed article of food 
compounded in a perfectly harmless manner 
in case the retailer himself did not know that 
it was a mixture? No, sir; all restrictions 
upon mixtures or compounds of any kind of 
food or drugs should be placed upon the 
manufacturer alone. Let any manufacturer 
who adulterates with substances injurious to 
health be thoroughly punished. Punish also 
any dealer who sells such an article knowing- 
ly, butdo not prevent a manufacturer from 
mix sago-flour with mustard in order to 
render it palatable, and do not subject a re- 
tail dealer to the blackmailing processes of 
detectives and spotters.” 

* What kind of a law would you advo- 

te 

“JT would draw the line at adulterations 
that affect our health. Make it a crime to 
manufacture poison into articles intended 
for food; also if 8 are sophisticated or 
mixed with perfectly harmless substances 
let us compel them to be sold on their merits, 
and prevent thém from being warranted 
pure. But there would be nothing in my 
law to compel a manufacturer to give away 
the secrets of his business by printing upon 

ach kage the exact ingredients of arti- 
clés that are merely compounded or blended 
(as in the case of mustard, chocolate, and 
hundreds of such things) because our appe- 
tites and tastes demand these mixtures. In 
other words, 1 fevl that there is oftentimes 
as much harm done by too much law as by 
not enough.”

Every one knows 
that even in these very cases the illness is 
the fault of tne consumer and is not the fault 
of those who pack the canned goods. The 
danger arises from not eating or cooking 
ened goods as soon as they are opened. 
When food has been hermetically sealed in a 
tin can it must be either used or cooked as 
soon as the can is opened. Let the contents 
remain in a can for twenty-four hours after 
it has been ge and they are no more fit 
for food than sour milk, or stale beer, or 
rancid butter. When people become ill from 
this cause itis clearly their own carelesness.

We have started upon the principle,” said 
Mr. Van Arsdale, that for each homeless 
waif that tramps the streets of our cities 
there is a home somewhere in readiness for 
him. And weare still to meet with disap- 
pointment,’’ he concluded. 


The method of work is one of the sim- 


plest, and the cost of each iittle 
waif to the association, before a home is 
found for him, is really reduced to a mini- 
mum, averaging less than $50. There is 
neither a handsome building provided for 
their reception nor is a large corps of em- 
ployés necessary to run it. All that the as- 
sociation now owns is a small cottage at 
Aurora, where the little waifs that are res- 
cued are temporarily kept while cleaned and

The 
Normal University“ is nothing more than 
a normal school with a curriculum no more 
comprehensive than that of the Chicago, or 
Hyde Park, or Springfield High School.

RETROGRESSIVE CONSTITUTIONALISM. 

If a statement cabled Saturday morning be 
founded on fact the Tory majority in the En- 
glish Parliament, abetted by the Chamber- 
lain-Hartington combination, is preparing a 
bill to make its lease of power perpetual. The 
rumor is in substance that measures will be 
offered in Parlament on the resumption of 
the session to deprive electors of the power 
to return to Parliament persons who. have 
been convicted of certain crimes.” _ 

There is nothing ih the past of the Tory 
party to make thisincredible. There is noth- 
ing in the moral character of the elements 
preponderating in the existing combination 
to render the success of such a measure, if 
offered, doubtful. The united majority of 
the allies will not fall below eighty; and, 
judging by the silence with which the 
allied leaders have witnessed the proceedings 
of Mr. Baifour in Ireland during the recess, 
there is no reason for expecting such a meas- 
ure to be defeated by the present Parliament. 
By whatever name the measure may be 
called by those responsible for it, it will be 
in effect a bill for the perpetuation of the 
Ministry; and, if carried, will strike at con- 
stitutional rights among the people a blow 
more deadly than any attempted since the 
foundation of the House of Commons. 

Since Edward I. laid down the rule in 1290 
that it was not becoming for a member of 
the King’s Council to be distrained intime 
of Parliament.“ the fixed tendency of consti- 
tutional devélopment in England has been in 
favor of eniarging the direct power of the 
people in the Legislature and of surrounding 
with all required safeguards the unhampered 
expression of their will in the House chosen 
by their suffrages. While the principle 
manifested in this tendency during the cent- 
uries preceding the Revoluwon rested on 
the privileges of the C in mod- 
ern times it has been clearly es- 
tablished in the fundamental rights 
of the people under the Constitution itself. 
In the thirteenth, the fourteenth, and the 
fifteenth centuries it Was the King who 
claimed that his councilors should be inde- 
pendent of the public law on their way to his 
council and during its sessions; and even 
the members’ servants were included in this 
protection. Out of the royal pretension 
arose the claim by the House to protect its 
own members; and out of that claim was 
naturally created the law by which it has 
long been the sole judge of its own Gompdsi- 
tion—a law Which has become universal in 
representative bodies. 

Until now this power has been exerted by 
Toryism only in resistance to the popular de- | 


real spokesinpn of the people. In the infancy 
of the Commons it was the creature of the 
Crown and of the House of Lords. Its evolu- 
tion shows a graduai subjection of both to 
its own dictation.

Except 
for disqualifications of the nature thus de- 
scribed, felony alone has hitherto been held 
a sufficient warrant for the exclusion from 
Parliament of a member duly elected. Itis 
evident that the Torres now intend to make 
political opinion a disqualification. 

They propose that conviction under ex- 
traordinary laws, such as the coercion acts, 
shail be felony; or else they intend to make 
a misdemeanor tantamount to felony for po- 
litical purposes. It is not contended on any 
hand that in resisting the ministerial orders 
ofthe Chief Secretary the Nationalists in 
Ireland and the English and Scotch Liberals 
who have acted with them are criminals 
in the proper sense of that word, 


either in law or in morals.’ Convic- 


tion under such circumstances, if made 


a disqualification for the House of Commons, 


becomes artificially by the despotic decision 
of a temporary majority what in essence it is 
not and has never been considered in enlight- 


ened politics. To carry out such a policy, if 
once adopted, the Tory majority must enact 


fresh legislation from time to time disqualify- 
ing for new reasons a sufficient number of 
their political opponents to preserve their 
majority in the House. Thus they could pro- 
long each Parliament to its full constitutional 
term, and by enacting a sufficient number of 


disqualifying statutes could fill the succeed- 
ing Parliament with their own partisans; or, 


having the Crown constitutionally under 
their own control, they could cause dissolu- 
tions as often as the conditions of party su- 


premacy would seem to require and when- 
ever they had the country ripe for returning 


them in sufficient numbers. 
That this is retrogressive constitutionalism 


is obviousenough. For the present it may 


succeed. It is impossible that it shall suc- 


ceed after the present Parhament. It ought 
to be the death-knell of Toryism; and if pre- 
tending Liberals like Lord Hartington and 
Mr. Chamberlain acquiesce in it they are 
doomed to an obloquy which, in the case of 


the latter, will be more infamous than in that 


of the heir of peerage follies. When, 
850 years ago, Wolsey undertook to coerce 


the Commons into an extravagant royal 
grant, many members were disposed to deny 
him admission to the House on the score that 
his presence was calculated to intimidate the 


members. Sir Thomas More, the Speaker, 
advised that he be admitted, not only with a 


few followers, but with all his pomp, with 
his maces, his pillars, his pole-axes, his cross, 
The advice 


Freedom of discussion, independence as 


representatives of the electors who have 
chosen them, have become too deeply im- 


bedded in the reason and common thought 
of the United Kingdom for a Tory majority 
to uproot both by a bili. They may succeed 
in excluding from their seats in this Parlia- 
ment the men who have conscientiously 
fought. under strictly constitutional methods, 
what they believe to be an honest and just 
pattie in Ireland. But if this proposed meas- 
ure be passed, it is safe to anticipate that the 
victory will be the ruin not only of the 
Tories themselves but of the recreant Lib- 
erals, without whose support their despotism 
would not endure three months. One of 
the historians of the British Constitu- 
tion has declared the creation of Parlia- 
ment the noblest monument ever reared by 
mortal man.“ and its chief glory to be that it 
is the representative “not of one ciass or 
of one portion of society alone, but of every 
class and every-portion.”’ It cannot be in the 
aestiny of the nation that reared this monu- 
ment thata brutish faction shall have the 
power to set the nation itself traveling back 
through the dusk of medievalism into the 
dark of barbarism, and for no higher aim 
than to wreak a brief, paltry revenge upon 
political opponents.

N SEWER-GAS AND ITS REMEDY. 
The revelation of the defective condition 


of plumbing in this city, contained in the 
last issue of Tun Tamer, should attract the 
attention not alone of the Healtn . Depart- 
ment and the municipal authorities, but of 
every citizen who has any regard for the 
health of his family and of the public. The 
statements made by prominent experts and 
plumbers are astonishing. According te 
their evidence over 9 per cent of the 
work done im the city is defective, 
and the natural result is the presence of 
sewer-gas in the majority of residences, and 
this; too, not alone in cheap houses in sec- 
tions of the city where good plumbing could 
hardly be expected, but in tne better resi- 
dence section east of State street both in the 
North and South Divisions, where people 
have money enough, it would be thought, to 
secure good plumbing. In houses built by 
contract the plumbing seems to be exception- 
ally bad, as the lowest bidder gets the con- 
tract and does the work as cheaply as possi- 
ble, to make a good profit from the job. More 
than this, the house-owners have no protec 
tion from the Health Department iteelf. Aid. 
Connor, himself a plumber, is authority for 
the statement that there is only one plumber 
among the whole twenty-four imspectors; 
that inspectors have come round to plumbers’ 
apprentices to have their reports made out, 
and that there are men drawing pay as 
inspectors who wouldn't know @ trap or an 
elbow joint from a hole in the ground. 

Various remedies are suggested, among 
them the passage of a law te make plumbing 
inspection compulsory, to provide for water 
tests, better pipings, and cement floors under 
houses. The surest remedy, however, would 
be to adopt a certain preventive against 
sewer-gas getting into the house at ail. 
Wherever there are sewers there will be 
sewer-gas, no matter how perfect the plumb 
ing. The allimportant question is to kesp 
itfrom pervading the living apartments of 
the house, and this can be done by a very 
simple method. At present the refuse 
which generates the gas by fermentation 
pours into the main sewer from the kitchen, 
the water-closets,and bath-rooms. In case 
of any obstruction or the effect of wind in 
driving it back there is nothing to prevent 
it from returning to the rooms of the 
house through the very system which is in- 
tended to carry itaway. The old theory that 
the S-pipe and the stand ng water in the bow 
will act as a seal or intercepter is known to 
be incorrect. The foul gas will find its way 
through the pipes and rise through the water 
and then spread itself through the house. 
The only safeguard is a stand-pipe to carry 
away the foul air above the roof of the house, 
connected at its open base with the sewer, 
thence running into the kitchen and connect- 
ing with the chimney above the stove, the 
kitchen being selected becatise it is warm 
the yearround In this manner the gas and 
air poured into the chimney will be rarefied 
and the suction updraft created will draw 
them to the outer air above the roof, 
where they wul be safely dissipated. 
Every house and hotel in. Chicago 
should be provided with this cheap ana 
simple remedy. There is no objec 
tion to any law providing for more effective 
plumbing and for competent mspéctors, but 
the method we have pointed out goes to the 
very root of the evil and will prove a safe- 
guard against the possibilities of bad plumb- 
ing and inefficient inspectors. As Ald. Con- 
nor says: “If Chieago were not an excep 
tionally healthy city there are districts 
where malaria, and scarlet-fever, and the 
like would be chronically epidemic.” As 18 
is, the prevailing cause of si¢kness is foyl 
air, efigendered by poor ventilation and our 
faulty sewerage system. Instead of malaria, 
scarlet-fever, typhoid-fever, physical pros- 
tration, atid other names given to diseases by 
the physicians, the nature of the disease 
would be more acctirately defined if it were 
called sewer-gas sickness. 


A WOMAN’S REPLY TO SENATOR BLAIR. 

Senator Blair of New Hampshire has at 
last encountered a foeman on the female suf- 
frage question worthy of his steel, and one 
who will tax to the utmost his ability in this 
direction of crankery.

¥erkés’ ReJection of the Cable Ordinance. 

Mr. Yerkes" “Diuff.” as Ald. Badenoch per- 
tinently styled the street-car magnate's commu- 
nication to the Council in reference to the cable 
ordinance, did not have much effect on the Alder- 
men Friday night. They put in the ordinance for 
the cabling of the Harrison-Weeks system of 
roads, which Yerkes has acquired, the same pro- 
visions which were incorporated in the ordinance 
already passed and objected to in Yerkes’ com- 
munication. The Aldermen even went further 
and added an amendment providing that Yerkes 
should give a bridge at Madison street in ex- 
change for the exclusive use of the Washington 
street tunnel. It might have been better had the 
Council stood by the re endation of the 
committee to demand @ bridge at Washington. 
The place where the thoroughfare is destroyed is 
the place where the new thoroughfare should be 
provided. But this Madison street amendment 
to the second ordinance does not detract from 
the general propriety of the Council's action in 
reference te Yerkes’ communication. 

The ordinance passed Mouday night is fair and 
reasonable. If it errs at all it is in being too 
liberal. Ald. Badenoch showed clearly at the 
meeting Friday evening that the net profits of 
the lines operated by Yerkes u the West Division 
amounted to over §2,000.000 4 year now, and yet 
the syndicate which controls them has the 
audacity to tell the manicipal legislature 
through Yerkes that they cannet afford to sell 
twenty-five-ride tickets for a dollar or to keep 
the thoroughfares which they will practically 
monopolize for the future in good repair. They 
want the city to give them a franchise which, 
oa the admission of their own bargain with the 
old West Side companies, is worth six times the 
value of their rolling stock and plant without 
any equivalent or concession whatsoever. It 
would be an outrage for the Council to accede 
to such a proposition. 

As was pomted out in Tun Tame a few 
days ago the grant ot permission to Yerkes to 
cable the West Side lines gives him a monopoly 
of the better part of the streets oceupied by them. 
The street-car corporation will have exclusive 
use of eighteen or twenty feet of the middie and 
the best part of the streets. Wagons before 
stores and standing along the curbs on either 
side will occupy from sixteen to eighteen feet, 
thus leaving on the sixty-six foot streets of the 
West Division barely enough room for wagons to 
pass on either side. As a consequence, therefore, 
of cabling the streets the wagon traffic would be 
wholly confined to those spaces. The wear and 
tear of these parts of the streets will be un 
duly great. It is only fair that the corporation 
which causes such wear and tear should pay 
for the renewal and repair. As there will be no 
traffic in the eighteen feet occupied by the cable 
tracks thére will be little or no wear on that sec- 
tion of the street. It will cost little of nothing, 
therefore, to keep it im good condition. It will 
cost little more than thé streét-car companies 
have to pay now to keep the share which they 
occupy in repair to pave and repair the part of 
the streets outside their tracks. The annual cost 
will not be $130,000, as Yerkes says, but if it ig 
that amount the Yerkes syndicate can well afford 
to pay it. 

The corporation will not lose anything by the 
adoption of the twoerity-five rides for a dollar 
schedule. The patronage of the company win 
be so increased through it that the new busmess 
will fully compensate for the reduction in the 
rate and for any increased expenditures to which 
it may de put to meet the new patrohage.

the right order of society and the right perpetua- 
tion of the species depends. The question is, 
whether each partner shall keep to t line of 
labor which Nature has mafked out, or whether 
of woman shall be demanded not only her own 
share of the labor but also a large part of that 
which belongs to man. For, let us no ice, that 
| while it may be granted that woman has the 
physical capacity to cast a ballot, man has not 
the physical capacity to bear and nourish 
children. Nature has made it forever im- 
possible that he should perform that office, If, 
therefore, he demands of her that she shall par- 
ticipaze in those external and general duties, 
such as labor for the support of the home and 
for the direction of the State, which his natural 
constitution, physical and intellectual. fit him 
for, while he cannot by any possibility relieve 
her of those most necessary offices and duties 
which Nature demands of her, he commits a pal- 
pable and monstrous injustice. 

Nor does it help the matter to say, as you de, 
that beca woman's nature is purer and nobler 
than man’s the State would be benefited. by her 
participation in political affairs. If men are not 
capable of managing the affairs of the State ac- 
cording to the highest and best ideas of the race 
—that is, of both men and women—will you per- 
mit me respectfully to inquire what proper 
and adequate share of this world's work 
they can perform? What is their nat- 
ural place in the order of i § society? 
Are they mere hewers of wood and drawers of 
water? They cannot bear citizens; they cannot 
care for themininfancy and rear them to man- 
hood. If they cannot govern them with wisdom 
and justice when they are produced ready made 
to their hands, what is their reason for being? 
When a man stands up in the United States 
Senate and makes such a statement as that in 
regard to the men of this Republic it appears to 
me that he compromises his own self-respect 
and the respect due to the dignified and honor- 
able body to which he has been elevated. 

You say that you have only proposed the meas- 
ure because women have asked you to doit. The 
same plea was made by 2 great progenitor in 
the Garden of Eden; but it did not evail him. 
Moreover, in the case of Adam, it was true. In 
the present instance the plea contains but the 
minimum oftruth. There are fifteen millions of 
women in this country (I quote your own statis- 
tics) of voting age. Will you kindly in- 
form us what Sa he of. that _ fif- 
teen millions you have heard from? You 
say that these women are being governed 
without their consent.

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All Things Were Enjoyed in Commen— 
Celibacy Finally Adopted and the Ranks 
Recruited by Adoption—Three Different 
Homes in America—The Order Gradu- 
ally Dying Out, and Fabulous Wealth 
Said to Be in the Hands of Two Aged 
Survivors. | 


A short time ago a letter was received in- 
quiring about a communistic society organ- 
ized in the early part of the century by 
George Rapp. The correspondent stated 
that it was commonly reported that only two 
men were living to represent that once ex- 
_tensive society, and that tnese were exceed- 

ingly old, and were possessed of $88,000,000 

worth of property. This they contemplate 
dividing between eight different families 
which, for reasons of moral living, they 
have selected as their heirs. 

The history of this society isa placid ro- 
mance. Serenity is its chief feature, and he 
who muses over it will feel his pulse grow 
calm. For the riches of this society represent 
no specuiation, but merely the natural in- 
crease of wealth, which had for its basis 
strength, temperance, order, economy, and 
frugality, coupled with invention and adapt- 
ability. 

George Rapp, founder and head of this 
community, which was known by. the name 
of the “Harmony Society,“ was born at 
Iptingen, in Wiirtemberg, in 1757. His 
was a dresser of vines. From 
such wholesome soil the best of philosophers 
always spring, and George Rapp was a prac- 
tical religious philosopher. He had some 
learning, could read and write, cipher quite 
cleverly, and knew his maps. He wove cloth 
after he had ceased going to school, and at 
the age of 26 married a farmer's daughter. 
He had hardly any book beside the Bible, so 
he read and thought and speculated over 
that. Minds, like vines, cling around what- 
everis nearest them. From the Bible he 
er an enthusiasm which, contrasted with 
the lifeless condition of the church, was like

Rapp's teachings were simple—in all things

Rapp had gathered around him 300 families. 

He determined to go to the only country 

where, at that time, men could believe as 

they chose and say what they believed. So 
he came to America with his son John and 
two other persons. They bought 5,000 acres of 
wild land, about twenty-five miles north of 

Pitteburg, in the Valley of the Connoquenes-

In the first 
year they built between fo and fifty log- 
houses, a church and school-house, grist-mill, 
barn, and some workshops. In the following 
year they built a sawmill, tannery, storehouse, 
and planted a small vineyard. The distillery. 
which they also built durin t year, 
came famed throughout the West for the ex- 
celience of the whisky it sent out. The 
steadily-growing prosperity of the Harmony 

Society is proof enough that comparatively 

little was used for home consumption. They 

raised crops of corn, wheat, rye, hemp, and 
flax. They were the to raise merino 
sheep in that part of Pennsylvania, and it 
was not long before they established woolen- 
mills. Besides these industries they raised 
great red fields of Poppies, from which they 
made sweet-oil. et they were 4 * not 
to labor for wealth, but to merely do what 
lay nearest them with care and cheerful- 
ness, and to deny themselves superfluities. 

Waste was counted a sin. Above all 

things they were to be religiousin act and 

thought—prayer was counted as much of a 

necessity as food. They believed that the 

coming of the Lord was near and that their 
beloved leader was to present them to Christ 
in person. 
ene Feat Wer a deep religious fervor 
prevailed among them, and they adopted the 
most trying resolution of which man is capa- 
ble. They determined to take to tnemselves 
no Wives, to entertain no love for women 
which was not brotherly in its nature, and to 
be chaste for the remainder of their lives. 
himseif was doubtful about the advisa- 
bility of this step, but the young men and 
women, with that romantic frenay for renun- 
ciatian which belongs to the sentimental 
ears, insisted, and the celibate life was 
nally adopted by the entire commu- 
nity. Husbands and wives continued 
to live in the same house as before 
but way hved there as brothers and 
sisters. It was simply done. It was done 
with much prayer and, no doubt, some tears. 
Beyond the average, the Harmonists were 
healthy, hearty, and long of life. When 
there was need of young blood (or, perhaps, 
young love) they adopted children: from 
among the poor of the world,“ and these 
were apprenticed to some trade and raised in 
the fear of the Lord. And thus, no doubt, 
the people reasoned, the sum of this world’s 
wo was ever being lessened by them; and 
no soul could. they gave it birth to share 
the fatigues — arassments of living. 

About the same time as the adoption of 
celibacy the community agreed to cease 
using tobacco in every form. To give up the 
love of women is one thing—but..to give up 
tobacco! They were determined men were 
these Germans. 

In 1814 the society removed to Posey Coun- 
ty, Indiana, for in some res the situation 
of their Pennsylvania home untortunate.

BLACKMAILING AMERICANS IN LOWDON. 


Snags That Enterprising Capitalists Are 
Liable to Encounter. 

There has recently come to the knowledge 
of American capitalists and promoters the 
tact. that there is a systematic and carefully- 
planned bu Nau of blackmail in existence in 
London, the} workings of which are con- 
cealed from the public, but which have prov- 
en a thorn in the side of numerous American 
enterprises. Asfaras known the head of 
the bureau is a man who moves in fair busi- 
ness and social circles in London and has a 
“string” in two or three newspaper offices, 
including a “financial” paper. He has a 
number of correspondents on this side of the 
water, where be formerly lived for a number 
of years. They — him posted-as to Amer- 
icans who go abroad to raise money for the 
promotion of enterprises of various kinds. 

The minutest details of these enterprises 
are ascertained by these correspondents, in 
order to find any possible flaws. On the ar- 
rival of an American in London to present 
to bankers there any scheme of financial 
operation he is called upon by this head of 
the bureau, who delicately proffers his serv- 
ices. If these are accepted and terms 
agreed upon sufficiently exorbitant all . 
well. If not the unfortunate American fide 
his project assailed vituperously in a por- 
tion of the press, and attacked in a circle 
where the blackmailers move. Often he 
turns about and comes home disgusted, real- 
izing how hopeless it is to fight away from 
home. If he shows battle he may expect 
to be bled by tawyers. If he buys , as he 
can, a perfect army of smaller blackmailers 
springs up to strike him. His best course 
is to ignore them all, of course, 

But few men have the cou to do that. 
A shrewd American promoter, who told 
these things from experience, added this ad- 
vice: The best way to be rid of these vam- 
pires is to keep yourself and your project a 
secret. If you go to London to raise money 

to an obscure hotel and take lodgings. 
eep away from clubs and exchanges. Deal 
Only with the bankers. Give them the full- 
est oppertunity of investigation. When you 
get your money come away as secretly as you 
went. I got $05,000 in London once, ana had 
a bogus suit brought to enjoin me from car- 
rying it outof the country until I should 
have settled a commission I had never even 
dreamed of contracting.—New York Letier.

Con- 
tact of minds is the only real source of enjoy- 
ment among humans in the aggregate; contact 
with minds is conversation. Conversation is im- 
possible in large gatherings; and the true leader 
of society is therefore he—or more truly, she— 
who can bring men and women together in smaller 
masses in which conversation shall be the essen- 
tial charm. The conventional reception is rapidly 
passing out of observance as a social institution. 
It is characteristic neither of the lowest nor of 
the highest condition of community development. 
It is the ostentatious and expensive, the eager 
and pretentious expression of wealth without 
more refined modes of social life and without 
deeper resources on which to draw for the enter- 
tainment of friends. 

But, aias! conversation is not to be ordered 
from one’s caterer. The host alone cannot pro- 
duce it for the gueste—they must create it to- 
gether. Nor has tne host in a comparatively new 
community the humor material on which to 
draw for the company of whom it will be the 
natural and distinguishing trait, the deep and 
genuine delight. No folly is more extravagant 
than the complaint made of the decline of 
the salon. The salon isof France; its head must 
be a woman of esprit, of independence, of some- 
thing near akin to genius in intellectuals. Edu- 
cation alone does not make such a woman; 
wealth could not make her, The genius of the 
salon is alien to Saxonized communities. The 
atmosphere of Paris is not to be bottled up and 
fizzed out like champagne m England or the 
United States. But in great cities like New 
York and London at least some material of the 
salon abounds. The clever host knows how to 
refine it, to organize the crystals, to give 
her home a suitable aspect of life and 
brilliancy. In New York or Boston, for inatance, 
newcomers of note may be found on a certain 
evening in the week at the home of one or an- 
other of a few cultivated and charming women, 
around whom the refined and interesting gather 
by spontancous mutual attraction. At Miss 
Booth’s Saturday nights, at Mrs. Longstreet's 
Tuesday evenings, at Mrs. Waters’ in Boston, 
will be always found a large number of people, 
each of whom carries into the company some 
special gift, some exceptional acquirement, some 
unusual element of large human interest. The 
hostess in each case is liable to be the least self- 
impressive person present. In each case she 
possesses by right the confidence, admiration, 
and esteem of all, and is the centre of éontact 
which they instinctively seek, 

Younger communities, having neither the gates 
of the sea to fetehin foreign argosies nor that 
solid and reposeful culture which only genera- 
tions of learning and comparative leisure, includ- 
ing travel, knowledge of art, familiarity with the 
sciences, and a pervading and ruling love of lit- 
erature combine to produce, are still in social 
poverty to a greater or lesser degree. One may 
understand this at a glance by reacing a chapter 
in Kathleen O'Meara’s Mme. Mahl,“ the 
raciest description of a salon which we have; 
or getting a glimpse of the house of Alfred de 
Musset, where one met of an evening Théo- 
puile Gautier, Edmond About, Louis Blanc, 
Jules Simon, Gambetta, Ernest Rénan, Alphonse 
Daudet, Dumas Boulanger, the artists, the 
scientists, the politicians not only of Paris, but 
of all nations, for all are represented in Paris by 
examples of their best. It would be as impossi- 
ble for any house in Western America to com- 
pete with Mme, Adam in the Paris of today as it 
would be for any American host to go dancing 

over the tables and chairs in herstocking feet as 
Mme. Mohl, when 3%, thought nothing of doing 
when her guests arrived too early. | 

But it is not necessary to have all the world 
present to have good conversation. The English 
type of the salon is a modification of the original 
in which the essential charm assumed a vain and 
verbose Anglo-Saxon form. Conversation was 
monolog when a Coleridge, or a Macauley, or a 
Carlyle was present. It is curious to observe 
how impatient each of them was with any other 
man who seemed disposed to talk much. The 
principle of conversation implies two or more 
persons; and salon conversation, to be satisfy- 
ing, to be less than a series of tours de 
force, to be more than pedantic displays 
by dead kaowledge men or gymnastics by what 
that type of human whom George Eliot calls the 
wateh dog of knowledge must be general 
enough to involve, without compulsion, every 
sane and sweet spirit present. The least con- 
genial person in such acircle is the watch-dog 
of knowledge, whose “self-respect is of that 
flery quality which demands that none but the 
monarchs of thought shall have an advantage 
over him and, in the presence of contradiction or 
the threat of having his notions corrected, be- 
comes astonishingly unserupulous and cruel for 
so kindly and conscientious a man.” 

Much that is absurd about the art ef conversa- 


tion has already been written. To designate it | 


an art seems a centradiction in terms. But a 
volume has appeared in London by an eminent 
scholar (and the Putnams have reprinted it) 
which is justly entitled, The Principles of the 
Art of Conversation.” The author is Prof. Ma- 
haffy, a well-known, strikmg, and picfuresque 
personage in Tory society in Dublin and London. 
He certainly ought to know what are the princi- 
ples of conversation if it be an art as rhetoric 
and logic are arts, Swiss by birth, German by 
education, dwelling for so many years in classic 
precincts that he has written a volume on 
“Social Life in Greece,” two volumes on clas- 
sical Greek literature, and one Prolegomena 
to Angient History,“ he is Professor of antiqui- 
ties in general in Trinity College. So severely 
Classic is he indeed that the little duodecimo in 
which he analyzes conversation is gotten up aft- 
er the most approved ancient models; so that 
a London wit has entitled it Aristotle at After- 
noon Tea.” 

This is not a serious defect and need deter no 
one from reading it. It amounts to Little more 
than the anachronism of using Greek symbols in- 
stead of Arabic numerals or Roman letters to 
order the parts of his subject matter; to an occa- 
sional citation in the original Greek which will 
bother no one who cannot read it; and 
to a certain formalism or didactic style 
of writing which it would be impossible tor the 
author to put off, having worn it atl his life, 
night and day. The book is austere and plain. 
It contains neither jest nor recipe for making 
any. It boldly rejects the method of teaching 
by examples, and tells the truth when alleging 
that no number of them could make the readers 
thereof good conversers. It leaves antiquated 
jokes to the genteel Joe Millers who modernly 
prepare almanacs and call them by divers more 
respected titles in order to secure their sale in 
the bookshops instead of their free delivery at the 
apothecaries. Prof. Mahaffy is undoubtedly some- 
thing of a prig—certainly somewhat of a toady— 
for how otherwise shall we account for his men- 
tion of the Lady Lieutenant of Ireland as one of 
those whose conversation has supplied the best 
materials for his theory? But he has written a 
capital book, i 

The author finds that the Art of Conversatio 
like logic and rhetoric, can never be taught with- 
out natural gifts to receive it; that it can always 
be greatly improved in those who possess the gift; 
that the art itself must not be paraded, but so 
cultivated as to attain nature. He assumes as nec- 
essary for the good converser a sweet tone of voice,

OLD LAKE STEAMBOATS. 


% No, we shall never see their like again!“ 
said the veteran engineer, with a regretful sigh. 
We had steamboats in those days, early in the 
80s and before the war, and, on the whole chain 
of lakes, Erie bore Wie pam and cricked the 


streamer ‘whip’ far and away. I tell you that 
before nor since has there been anything afloat 
which could approach in size, in power, speed, 
and —* 1 steamers St. Lawrence, Metro 
olis, and 1 of Buffalo. Capts. D. H. McBride 
and Ben. Wilkins first learned the ropes’ and 
took a ‘trick at the wheel’ on those steam clip- 
pers of Lake Erie. Grand types of the gentle- 
man sailor were they, too, with Le Commandeur 
stamped upon mien and bearing. Thousands of 
the voyagers of the lakes in years gone by will 
recall Capt. Ben. The Michigan Central Rail- 
road ran its side-wheeler Mayflower many years 
between Buffalo and Detroit. Then Capt. E. B. 
Ward put on the Atlantic, the Ocean, and the 
Caspian. Then the railroad steamers were re- 
inforced by the Western World and Plymouth 
Rock. These were all large side-wheelers— 
larger boats than any of that class now on the 
lakes. Still, the steamers of the Buffalo 
& Toledo Line were much larger boats. 
The hulls were built in Buffalo andthe engines 
in New York. The cylinders were of the massive 
pattern, six, seven, and some of them eight feet 
four inches in diameter and twelve feet stroke. 
They used mainly the Stevens cut-off on the 
valve motion. Take such a boat and engine in 
smooth waterand you have an exhibition of 
power and s which can be duplicated only 
on the Hudson River today. They made, when 

ushed to it, twenty miles an hour. Is there any 

mprovementin such class of condensing en- 

gines in the last quarter of a century? you say. 
No; there is not. The compcund engine has 
— a great economy as applied to the freight

Outside of passengers and freight carried by the 
slow through lines to Milwaukee and Chicago 
the bulk of travel found its way by the fast 
steamers, and they were crowded. Superior ac- 
com modation in the cabins and meals which were 
always sumptuous banquets awaited the traveler. 
Yes, the railroads displaced the steamboat lines, 
and other causes were rapidly operating to sub- 
stitute the screw for the paddle-wheel. Carrying 
capacity was required, and that popular form of 
steamer, the side-wheeler—always a favorit 
where spacious apartments and pramenade decks 
could be had, where speed also was an element— 
had to give way to the cumbrous propeller, which 
is great in tonnage and great in its performance 
of marine gymnastics.

Sawmills are established in the ‘coves,’ 
and the mill-man cuts up logs hauled to his saws 
by the mountaineers. © pays a certain sum 
for logs, and then, figuring compensation for his 
work of sawing, sets a price on his product, It 
happened that at the time I was in Tennessee 
the price of lumber was 818 per 1,000 feet. 
man of my acquaintance was having a house 
built, and determined to have the interior fin- 
ished with hardwood and cedar, which 
abounded in that region. Accordingly he asked 
the sawmill man what he would charge for lum- 
ber of the kind wanted. My friend was greatly 
astonished on being told that the price would be 
just the same as for poplar—#$18 per 1,000. That 
sawmill man will probably never get rich. Had 
he taken his hardwood and cedar lumber to the 
railroad and shipped it to Chattanooga or Nash- 
ville it would there have brought him $50 or 800 
per 1,000,

ORIGINS OF ENGLISH. 


In Prof. Roemer’s Origins of the English Peo- 
ple and of the English Language an account is 
given of the sources of our language more copi- 
ous and more accurate than will be found in any 
other volume, Other books of recent times con- 
sider special aspects of English etymology and of 
the development of the language on the ortho- 
epicside. Prof. Roemer has gathered the threads 
together and weaves the language web as he 
tells the history of the English people. 

What the language or the languages of the 
natives of Britain may have been prior to the 
immigration of the Celts or Gaels, before the 


al evidence to determine. The Romans sought 
to promote their own interests by infusing their 
speech with the vernacular; and, although many 


words survive to prove their success—such as 


air from acther, airm and arm from arma, carn 


| in the Cambrian from caro, flesh, bo from bos, 


ox, there is nothing to enable the student 
to discriminate between the Latinistic 
English and the English that may pre- 
serve vestiges of the tongue that the natives 
employed in discussing, their foreign masters. 
During the periods of disorder that followed the 
withdrawal of Romans from Britain the 
Picts and Scots once more appeared among 
warring native factions, while the eastern coast 
was infested by German corsairs whose raids be- 
came more frequent and more daring. These in- 
truders left deposits of their own languages upon 
those of the natives. The countries whence the 
marauders came are left largely to conjecture, 
and there is unsettled dispute about the designa- 
tions applied with more narrow sense to in- 
vaders of later periods. . 

The name Jutes, for example, seems applica- 
ble indiscriminately to all the piratical visitors 
upon the coast as far back as the native chron- 
icles preserve the record, even blindly, The 
word is found in Geatum, Giotos, Eotas, Iotas, 
Ghetes, Wiht, and Vit, and all refer to the coun- 
try whose Scandinavian names disclose the same 
orthografy, Jutland. The word Jutes is un- 
doubtedly a variation of the Gothic root tiut and 
diut, meaning only men of the nation ; and 
its Latin forms are Teutoni and Niutoni 
on the one hand and. Eui and Euti on 
the other; thence comes Teut or Deut, 
which, with the suffix isch, becomes Deutsch, or 
Dutch; and the root is easily carried back into 
Celtic etymology. The accounts of these invas- 
fons rest on tradition only. The name Saxon is 
not used in any form by Cesar, Strabo, Pliny, or 
Tacitus. Ptolemy applies it to a small tribe in 
Northern Germany, and it meansa short sword 
or long knife. It was at first only an epithet, 
but became the name of a powerful combination. 
The knife which it described was a national 
weapon of the Friesians; and these, allied with 
the Franks, became formidable enemies of all 
peoples upon whom they preyed. 

Toward the end of the fourth century there 
were éxpeditions of these allies to the coast of 
Britain. In the early part of the fifth century a 
Saxon colony took possession of what is now 
Normandy, and in that ana the century following 
they conquered Britain. The Angles, who in 
time were mixed with the Saxons, derived their 
name, according to Bede, from Angulus. which 
he placed on the Danish peninsula. 
It was written indifferently Ayugull. 
Ongull. Angul, Ochgul, Angel, and 
Engel. Trat Bede was mistaken is no longer 
questioned. The people to whom it was properly 
applied were Teutones of Thuringia, the three 
great invading races, Angles, Saxons, and Fries- 
ians, being of that stock. Tne language they 
spoke, with what precision or diversity it will 
doubtless never be vered, belonged to the 
group called Gothic, or Moeso-Gothic, from the 
Province of Moesia, to which the Huns drove the 
Goths. The Teutonic was one of the great 
groups into which this Mceeso-Gothic was in time 
divided; and of all the dialects into which it was 
gradually distributed the Low Dutch retains the 
most ancient forms. 

Christianity in England became the cradle of 
its national literature; and the tracks of the 
various invaders of the island, Celtic, Roman, 
and Teutonic, reveal themselves in it in the 
earliest examples of which we have any knowl- 
edge. Thus bard is Welsh, as is also park; 
basket is from the Celtic basged: barley is from 
two Celtic words meaning bread-plant; clan is 
Celtic, meaning children; crag, crock, hog, grid- 
die, glen, mop, plaid, ali are Celtic, Flannel is 
from Lianelly, the principal Weish factory of 
blankets, as drugget is from Drogheda, in Ire- 
land, where coarse clothes were made. Philolo- 
gists have recently come to think that many 
words hitherto considered Celtic in their origia 
are on the contrary migrants into the 
languages of Ireland and Scotland through 
Latin or other media. Quaff has hereto- 
fore been supposed to be the Gaelic waugh, 
derived from the Gaelic cauch, a cup. But 
Skeat fnsists that this in turn is the Latin cau- 
cus, a drinking vessel. Skeat does not enter 
into the question of the relative antiquity of the 
Gaelic or Celtic and the Latin; 3 q 
which other philologists consider by no means 
closed in favor of the latter.
